G.S*R. 1052. — ^In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and of all 
other powers enabling him in this behalf, the President 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Central Secretariat Stenographers Service Rules, 1969, 
namely: — 
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1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Secreta- 
riat Stenographers Service Amendment) Rules, 1973* 

(2) They shall conic into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Ccnlial Secretariat Stenographers Service Rules, 
1969 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), for rule 11, 
the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“11, Recruitment to selection grade and grade T of the 
service. — (1) Substantive vacancies in the Selection 
Grade or Grade I of the Service in any cadre shall 
be filled by the substantive appointments of persons 
included in the Select List for the relevant Grade in 
that cadre, such appointments being made in the 
order of seniority in the Select List except when, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, a person is not 
considered fit for any such appointment in his turn. 

(2) Temporary vacancies in the Selection Grade of the 
Service in any cadre shall be filled by the appoint- 
ment of persons included in the Select List for the 
Grade in that cadre. Any vacancies remaining un- 
filled thereafter shall be filled by the temporary 
promotion on the basis of seniority subject to the 
rejection of the unfit, of officers of the Grade T of 
the Service, who have rendered not less than six 
years approved service in that Grade, and are with- 
in the range of seniority. Such promotions shall be 
terminated when peisons included in the Select List 
for the Selection Grade become available to fill the 
vacancies; 

Provided that for a period of Ifircc years from the 8th 
April, 1973, Grade I officers of the Service who have put in 
-W)t less than three years of approved service in that Grade 
and arc within the range of seniority shall also be eligible 
for such promotions : 

Provided further that if any person appointed to Grade I 
of the Service is considered for promotion to the Selection 
Grade in any cadre in accordance with the provisions of this 
sub-rule, all persons senior to him in Grade 1 in that cadre 
shall also be so considered notwithstanding that they may 
not have rendered six years' or three years' approved service, 
as Ihe case may be, in that Grade: 

Provided also that if the officers within the range oi seni- 
ority are not available in a cadre for promotion, the appoint- 
ments shall be made from a panel, furnished by the Central 
Government in the Department of Personnel and Administ- 
rative Reforms in the Cabinet Secretariat, of the officers ser- 
ving in the other cadres; 

provided also that while considering the cases of officcra 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, 
reservation shall be made in accordance with such instruc- 
tions as may .be issued by the Central Government in the 
Department of Personnel and Administrative Reforms in the 
Cabinet Secretariat from time to time, 

(3) Temporary vacancies in Grade I of the Srevice in any 
cadre shall be filled by the appointment of persons included 
in the Select List for the Grade in that cadre. Any vacan- 
cies remaining unfilled thereafter shall be filled first from 
among the persons approved for inclusion in the Select List 
and thereafter by the temporary promotion on the basis of 
seniority subject to the rejection of the unfit of ofllcers of 
Grade 11 of the Service who have rendered not less thnn 
eight years* approved service in the Grade, and are within 
the range of seniority. Such promotions shall be terminated 
when persons included in the Select List for the Grade I 
become available to fill the vacancies: 

Provided that, if any person appointed to Grade It of the 
Service is considered for promotion to Grade T in any 
cadre in accordance with the provisions of this sub-rule, all 
persons senior to him in Grade U in that cadre shall also be 
so considered notwithstanding that they uM\y not have ren- 
dered eight years' approved service in that Grade ; 

Provided further that if the ofllcei-s within the range ct 
seniority are not available in a cadre for promotion, the 
r^ipointment shall be made from a panel, furnished by the 
dcnlral Government in the Department of Personnel and 
Administrative Reforms in the Cabinet Secretariat, of officers 
serving hi the other cadre; 


Provided further that while coasidering the cases of officers 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, 
reservation shall be made in accordance with such instruc- 
tions ns may be issued by the Central Government in the 
Department of Personnel and Administrative Reforms in the 
Cabinet Secretariat from time to time. 

(4) For the purposes of sub-rules (2) and (3), a Select 
List for the Selection Grade or Grade I of the Service, as 
ihc case may be, shall be prepared and may be revised from 
lime to time, dlic procedure for preparing and revising the 
^Icct last shall be as set out in the Sixth Schedule. 

(5) The length of approved service for promotion to 
Selection Grade of the Sciwicc prescribed in sub-rule (2) or 
to Grade 1 of the Service prescribed in sub-rule f3), 
may be rrvicw'cd by the Central Government in the Depart- 
ment of Personnel and Administrative Refornis in the Cabi- 
net Secretariat, once in every three years and revised, if 
found necessary”, 

3. To ihe said rules, after the Fifth Schedule, the follow- 
ing Schedule shall be added, namely: — 

“THE SIXTH SCHEDULE 
[See rule 11(4)] 

Procedure tor the preparation and revision of the Select 
List for Selection Grade and Grade 1 of the Central Secre- 
tariat Stenographers Service. 

1. Constitution. — Temporary officers of Selection Grade or 
Grade I of the Sciwice who have been appointed to the Grade 
immediately before the commencement of the Central Sec- 
retariat Stenographers Service (Amendment) Rules, 1973, 
shall form the Select List for that cadre, on such commence- 
ment. 

2. Mnlntenance of 9<jlcct List for Selection Grade, — ^Addi- 
tions to the Select List for the Selection Grade in any cadre 
after its initial constitution under paragraph 1, shall be jji 
such number of ofiicers as the cadre authorities may deter- 
mine, from time to lime, having regard to the existing and 
anticipated vacancies and shall be made from officers of 
Grade I of the corresponding cadre of the Service who have 
rendered not less than six years’ approved service in that 
Grade and are within the range of seniority, in the order of 
their seniority subject to the rejection of the unfit: 

Provided that for a period of three years from the 8th 
April, 1973, Grade I officers of the Sciwicc who have put in 
not less than three years’ of approved service in that Grade 
and arc within the range of seniority shall also be eligible 
for addition to the Select List. 

NOTH L — While considering the cases of officers belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, reserva- 
tion shall be made in accordance with such instructions as 
may be issued by the Central Government in the Department 
of Personnel and Administrative Reforms in the Cabinet 
Secretariat from time to time. 

NOTE' 2. — If officers within the range of seniority are not

3. Maintenonee of Select List for Grade L— (1) Additions 
to the Select List in any cadre after its constitution under 
paragraph 1 shall be made in such numbers as the cadre 
authority may determine, from time to time keeping in view 
the existing and anticipated vacancies, and in equal propor-

— If ofliccrs within the range of seniority are not 
available in a cadre for making additions to the 
Select List from officers of category (a), such 
additions shall be made from a panel, furnished 
by the Central Government in the IDepartment of 
Personnel and Administrative Reforms in the 
Cabinet Secretarial, of officers ser\’ing in the other 
cadies.

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or cont’ 
traded a marriage with any poison, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said post: 


Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
thai such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law appUcabie to such person and other party to the marriage 
and there ore other grounds for so doing exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax; — Where the Central Government is, 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do 
it may by order, for reasons to bo recorded in writing, 
and in consultation with the Union Public Service 
Commission, relax any provisions of these lules with 
respect to any class or category of persons. 


6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation 
and other concessions required to be provided for 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied, that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any per- 
son from the operation of this rule. 

Powers to relax. — ^Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, It may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
or the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons.
